Kingdom who is not at the same time the proprietor 
of some periodical. Messrs. Longmans own the 
“ Edinburgh Review.” Mr. John Murray is master 
of the “Quarterly Review.” Messrs. Blackwood 
ssess “ Blackwood’s Magazine.” Messrs. Parkers 
have the “Old Gentleman’s Magazine.” Messrs. 
Bradbury & Evans own “Once a Week.” Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall have “ All the Year Round”—and 
so I might go on toinstance publisher after pub- 
lisher who commands a periodical. Their object is 
to command the publicity given by this periodical. 
They use every exertion to make the periodical 
valuable and interesting, because the wider the 
circulation it attains, the greater is the publicity 
given to their issues. Thus they have a double 
motive to make their periodicals popular. They 
are, however, very far from resting contented with 
this channel of publicity. They are constantly on 
the lookout for every means of bringing their pub- 
lications to the notice of the world. They fill the 
advertising pages of their rivals’ periodicals ; they 
fill the daily London and periodical newspapers ; 
they fill Guide-Books, and Almanacs, and Diaries 
—in fine, wherever they can introduce an adver- 
tisement, there an advertisement of their issues is 
sure to be found. I havda “Quarterly Review” 
lying upon my table which has e/ghty pages of ad- 
vertisements ; a recent number of the “ Bookseller” 
contained two hundred pages of advertisements. 

Then there is a class of advertisers in the English 
book trade who, in America, never appear in print. 
I mean the booksellers, the dealers in second-hand 
books, and the book importers. The address, and 
the books on sale of this class of the trade are 
secrets which, to all, except a handful of initiated 
old gentlemen, are a great deal better kept than half 
the state secrets of the world. No Blue Book ever 
blurts out indiscreetly what treasures their shelves 
contain, and at what rates their gems are to be 
sold. I never think of this class in America with- 
out being reminded of the white eunuch who guards 
from all profane touch the thousand and odd ladies 
of the Padishah’s harem. The reviews, and the 
magazines, and the critical column of newspapers, 
might, upon a pinch, enable publishers to dispense 
with advertisements. But the bookseller cannot 
get along without these helps to publicity. Nobody 
knows the works he has on his shelves. Their 
titles have faded away from men’s minds. Seven 
out of ten of them were never heard of. Besides, 
how is the student who lives in St. Louis to discover 
the existence of a bookshop in Chestnut Street, 
unless he be as docile as Mahomet and go to the 
mountain of books which rises to the ceiling of the 
Chestnut Street shop; and let him be ever so docile 
he must become aware of the existence of the shop 
before he can turn his face towards it. Few people 
lag so far behind the rest of the world as the Ameri- 
can bookseller. 

As far as he is concerned, the carriage of books 
by the mails, and the establishment of lines of ex- 
presses, are conveniences which have no existence. 
He might make the volumes on his shelves as

| indifference whether his shop were in Chestnut 
Street, in Broadway, in Washington Street, or in 
Cornhill, since every bookbuyer in the country 
/would know where he lived, what he had, and 
| what price he asked. He might acquaint literary 
| people with the existence of books which would 
| throw a flood of light upon their favorite pursuits, 
| books whose titles are to be found on the pages of 

no bibliographical manual. All these things he 
| might do through advertisements. 

His European brethren manage these things well. 
Some of them divide their stock into fifty-two sec- 
| tions, and—fearing the public impatience is unable 
| to bear a long catalogue—publish a short list regu- 
larly every week. Thus he brings his name fre- 
| quently before the public, and, in the course of a 
| twelvemonth, the public has closely inspected every 
shelf in hisshop. Others make their catalogue into 
| six divisions, and publish the whole of it three or 
| four times a year; in this way they bring their names 
| and stock constantly before the public, they impress 
| both on the public mind, they become actors, con- 
| temporary historical characters ; for fame, after all, is 
| nothing more than the constant repetition of the same 
name in men’s ears. Large publishers imitate these 
booksellers’ example; conscious how fleeting is 
the impression made on the public mind by adver- 
tisements and reviews, they keep constantly before 
the public eye the catalogue of all the unexhausted, 
editions of their publications. They use some art 
in making this display. ll their treasures are 
not exhibited at once; they divide their catalogue 
into small divisions, and into divisions according to 
subjects. One of the former appears weekly, the 
latter (which are larger) appear at the commence- 
ment of the appropriate season. Winter ushers in 
the severer works of history, or science, or specula- 
tion; spring calls up works on botany, or on horti- 
culture, or on agriculture, or on travelling; summer 
introduces novels, poetry, tales, works on the rod, 
or the horse, or the boat, or swimming; while 
autumn brings forward the school-books, and works 
on the gun, the dog, and game. The great art is to 
let in as much light and to vary so much as may 
be its play upon their publications. And they all 

know that the light of trade is advertisement. 

I am led into these foregoing remarks by the 
appearance of the “French Publishers’ Annual 
Catalogue of School Books,” which has just come 
out. It is a large octavo of one hundred and seven 
pages, double columns. It contains the catalogue 
of school books issued by forty-eight publishers ; no~ 
less than eighteen hundred and seventy-one titles 
of books are given. It is distributed throughout 
France to every person connected with education." 
No publisher feels himself above resorting to this 
channel of communication, master though he may be 
of others.

One care- 
lessly played with an eyeglass ; the other whirled 
a fashionable stick. Was it Beau Brummel? Was 
it Count d’Orsay? "Twas Murger. "TwasI. We 
had paid implicit obedience to the law we had im- 
posed on ourselves. We were irreproachable. Murger 
took my arm, saying, ‘ Now we can go everywhere ; 
we can enter the aristocratic drawing-rooms of the 
Faubourg Saint-Germain, and the financial drawing- 
rooms of the Chaussée d’Antin, and the balls at the 
Austrian embassy, and the official mansions of all the 
ministers. Come, let’s go to——some cheap smoking- 
eafé.? At the cheap smoking-café he introduced 
me to the friend he had announced—’twas Théodore 
Barriére. The introduction over, we all three moved 
towards Murger’s rooms in the Rue Mazarin. There 
Théodore Barriére drew out of his bosom five copy- 
books, each of which contained one act of a comedy, 
and he placed them upon the table. I turned pale. 
I had tumbled into a ‘reading.’ It is true the title 
of the comedy was ‘La Vie de Bohéme.”! I need 
scarcely say anything of the emotion which insen- 
sibly filled my breast while listening to this play, 
giddy with wit and heart-rending with love. The 
authors had not then determined upon the catas- 
trophe. Murger, with his wonted gentleness, was 
in favor of restoring Mimi to health ; he proposed a 
tour in Italy. Barriére would hear of nothing but 
her death. I agreed with Barriére. It was deter- 
mined to murder Mimi. This day remains in my 


memory as one of the best days of my youth. One 
or two years afterwards I in turn contemplated 
writing a play with Théodore Barriégre. We had 


several rendezvous; but there was a serious ob- 
stacle in the way. Barriére lived with his family, 
which was composed of a mother, a model of all 
kinds of solicitude, and of a father, who had been 
a distinguished dramatic author. There was in 
this patriarchal home a parrot named Coco. Now 
when a new literary copartner was introduced into 
Barriére’s house, it was much more important for 
him to win the favor of Coco than to please Barriére’s 
father or tocharm his mother. Coco wasa dramatic 
thermometer. His perch was placed in the dining- 
room during dinner, and the new literary copartner 
was placed near him. If Coco became his friend, 
if Coco perched on his shoulder, the new-comer 
was accepted by Barriére and his parents. If, on 
the other hand, Coco remained on his perch, sombre, 
flapping his wings, with bristling feathers, and 
refusing all advances, the new-comer was rejected. 
I dined twice with Barriére; on both occasions Coco 
remained on his perch. 

Here, too, is a sketch of George Sand, which I 
transcribed on my note-book some weeks ago; 
want of space has hitherto prevented me from send- 
ing it to you: — 

_ George Sand is both of aristocratic and plebeian 
lineage, and she bears in her life, upon her counte- 
uance, in her attitude, in her mien, the indelible 
mark of this double origin, of this clandestine 
nobility, of this hap-hazard mixture of heroic and 
common blood. George Sand is neither a virago 
nor an effeminate woman. She has neither the 
cold distinction of the somewhat idealized portrait 
engraved by Calamatta, nor the rusticity of Cou- 
ture’s sketch.

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without flattery and without triviality, is the por- 
trait which Charles Marchal recently sketched. It 
exhibits her in the contrast, which age has height- 
ened, of her double nature. Her whole person 
breathes something robust, rural, healthy. Her full 
health and manly beauty appear on her countenance 
and body with more energy than delicacy. Her 
person lacks grace—the flower lacks perfume. That 
inexpressible something which plays around aris- 
tocratic beauty—that evanescent mark of blood— 
is completely absent from her. Gazing on her, you 
think of those unfinished masterpieces which lack 
genius’s last dream and last touch. You must 
look before you can discover, under the deceptive 
coarseness of the envelope, the hidden stamp of 
Heaven. You must wait until the inner flame glow, 
which makes the clay lamp transparent as the 
lamp of alabaster. You must mentally detach the 
intelligent and expressive head from the robust, 
dull body, which burthens and darkens it. Look 
now upon that open, smiling face, that broad and 
pensive brow, that magnificent head of black hair 
imperceptibly powdered with autumn’s first frosts, 
which, divided into two broad tresses which frame 
the visage, float upon the neck, twisting and knot- 
ting itself into a sheaf of ebony. Look at those 
beautiful eyes, those superb eyes, with fires now 
dazzling, now soft; eyes whose flames, when they 
become animated, shoot to the very depths of the 
soul. Thecharm and nobility both decrease as you 
descend. Her nose is long and full, her lips thick 
and purple, her chin stubby, her cheeks prominent, 
her complexion warm and palish (that color pecu- 
liar to stormy and impassioned natures, and which 
is, as it were, the reflection of the hidden volcano 
in their breast). The head is of heaven, and bears 
the divine seal. The rest of the body is of earth: 
the goddess vanishes, only the woman remains. 
Her attitude and mien do not contradict this first 
impression. Sheisin ordinary life and conversation 
calm, concentrated, almost indifferent. Her counte- 
nance is commonly placid, and seems living only in 
the eyes. The body remains indolently stiff. The 
arms are gestureless. George Sand absolutely lacks 
the talent of conversation such as it is understood in 
society, that is, the talent of agreeably saying com- 
monplace things. There is nothing in her of that 
petulant ease and that frivolous grace of the fine 
lady of the drawing-room. She prefers to listen 
rather than to talk. She is essentially contempla- 
tive and taciturn. Her mind is naturally grave, I 
had almost said ruminating. She replies always 
briefly and sensibly, but without brilliancy and 
acuteness. She never even blunders into a mot. 
She is never eloquent, except pen in hand. Is it 
pride? is it coquetry? is it economy? Does she 
spare us, or does she spare herself by her silence ? 
If she is silent by system, we may say without 
danger of error that temperament has no inconsider- 
able share in it. Silence is the health of some 
minds. Chateaubriand, Lamennais, and many 
other eminent men were not naturally, easily, con- 
stantly eloquent. Their eloquence is not an inspi- 
ration, but a reflection. This taciturnity is com- 
pensated by the unexpected attractions of simplicity, 
naturalness, absence of affectation and pride. There 
is a moment, however, when our satisfaction changes 
and our illusion vanishes by the very excess of 
this familiarity which should not, to remain amiable, 
degenerate in over-ease. By what name shall one 
call the careless freedom with which, drawing from 
her pocket small Andalusian cigarettes, George 
Sand, without perceiving your astonishment,adroitly 
lights them with a live coal which she takes from 
the hearth with the tongs, and gradually conceals 
herself in the midst of the azure cloud thickened 
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by the double column of smoke which she drives 
from each nostril with the automatic precision of a 
steam engine? Madame Sand lacks the aristocracy 
of her glory. I do not like Corinne on Cape Messina 
declaiming Mme. De Staél’s measured prose. Nei- 


ther do I like Necker’s daughter, in tunic and | 


turban, exhibiting, with all the appliances of a 
theatrical performance, her over-opulent charms. 
But I do still less like Corinne in a dressing-gown, 
carelessly lolling in an arm-chair, and smoking a 
cigarette. George Sand is morally of an energetic, 
obstinate, and, when contradicted imperious char- 
acter. There are times when her indomitable will 
irresistibly bursts and bounds forth. But in theac 

customed tenor of life, and by a noble and constant 
empire over herself, as a volcano alternately hides 
itself beneath verdure and snow, she knows how to 
conceal the seething breast beneath good-natured 
phlegm and smiling patience. Among her intimate 
friends she is even-tempered, hospitable, jovial. 
The simple and cordial welcome of the hostess of 
Nohant is proverbial. Her seal is a simple initial 
or Rousseau’s motto: Vitam impendere vero. Her 
handwriting is masculine, broad, and thick. Here 


is one of her letters; it is addressed to one of those 
enthusiastic young men trained in the school of her 
novels, who, from every portion of the provinces and 
of Paris by thousands, consult and question her 
upon the uncertainties of their vocation or the 
mysteries of their soul :— 


I thank you, sir, for the sympathy you express to me. 
You want me to give you some encouragement. I would 
not do so were you without talents. To flatter them who 
flatter us has always seemed to me something ignoble 
(I mean to deceive them who ingeniously caress our 
vanity). Consequently I do not often reply to letters 
like yours. I prefer silence to telling falsehoods, or 
to wounding by frankness. I think I discover a great 
many ideas and talents in your lines. I am not a very 
competent judge of poetry, let me tell you; and I am 
very often mistaken. Therefore do not place implicit 
confidence in my opinions. You are very young, and I 
think you have a great deal yet to do before you can feel 
confidence in yourself. Those are my criticisms ; 
you see they are very brutal, but they do not prevent 
your poem from being remarkable, beautiful in many 
places, and, in fine, giving promise of real talents, if you 
do not be in too great a hurry to produce works, and if 
you labor conscientiously. Bear in mind that, since the 
great successes of Hugo and Lamartine, so much poetry 
has been published that one must write sublime poetry 


to make his way through the immense crowd of them | 


who write well, and the still thick crowd of them who 
write very well. Will you believe that not a single day 
passes without my receiving at least three packets of un- 
published poetry? Reckon how many unknown poets 
that makes a year. I believe a hundred new poems are 
annually published ... . at theirexpense . .. in 
Paris. All their works pass away unnoticed. Nobody 
busies himself about them, although there are among 
them some poems which would have been noticed twenty 
years ago. But, at present, France becomes like Italy, 
where everybody writes poetry, even people who cannot 
read. One must consequently excel these thousand bat- 
talions before it can become an honorable calling—it 
never can become a profession, or a means of livelihood. 
Think of all these things, and do not become intoxicated 
with family and local triumphs. Haye the courage of 
men of twenty years old, but have even more patience 
than courage. Besides, allow yourself to live before 
saying, ‘‘I am a poet, that is enough!’’ No one isa 
t before he isa man. At your age people have only 
mages in their mind. The world is tired of poetical 
images ; it has had too much of them. The poet who 
comes with solid knowledge, true ideas, and robust sen- 
timents will prove at last a true poet. But all these 
things are acquired, they are divined. If you have 
divined more than you have experienced, it will be so 
much the worse for you. This precocity will be at the 
expense of the future. Courage, therefore, work hard, 
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but do not always work. Often forget that you are a 
poet to see what life is in you and in other people. You 
will wake up the next day more a poet than ever. This 
is my advice. I do not say it is infallible, but sincere 
and cordial. GeorGe Sanp.

the master of the imperial legions. Madame Bonnet 
had reached her eighty-sixth year. 

M. Renan’s book continues to sell as rapidly as 
; ever, and replies to it issue every hour from the 
'press. The papers mention that a curate of the 

diocess of Laval wrote to his bishop for permission 
to read the work which was the theme of all con- 
versation in his parish, in order that he might be 
prepared to refute the pernicious sophistry. The 
bishop lost his temper upon reading this letter, and 
instantly replied in some such words and spirit as 
this: “ You must be beside yourself! What! Read 
the blasphemous publication of a wretched apostate! 
No! No! No! Never!” The first copies sent to 
Venetia were seized by the authorities, but the 
| Austrian government subsequently ordered them 
| to be released, and they are now on sale everywhere. 
Two hundred copies have been sold at Constanti- 
nople. .The German critics think it excessively 
shallow.

Tue Norts British Review on Toomas DE Qvuiv- | 
cey.—Now that the full collected works of De Quin- | 
cey are before the public, readers and thinkers on | 
loth sides of the Atlantic are beginning rightly to. 
appreciate his astonishing acquiréments. His am- 
plitude of knowledge, the diversity of themes upon 
which he wrote, his mastery of language, the 
logical rigor with which he investigated some sub- 
jects, and the gorgeous blending of rhetoric and 
prose-poetry in which he draped others, combine to | 
present an intellectual development which is per- 
haps without a parallel in English literature. His 
writings should form a part of every library however 
small, whether collected for family reading or for 
public use. The evidence of what we have just 
said is found in the fact that leading literary jour- 
nals, both in. England and America, are devoting 
themselves to a studious exposition of De Quincey’s 
characteristics, and summoning us to an intelligent 
reading of his productions. As an instance of this | 
tendency, we would especially advert to an article of | 
admirable grace and sense in the last number of the 
“North British Review,” entitled, “Thomas de! 
Quincey—Grave and Gay.” The writer, by a few 
master-strokes, sketches successively the distin- 








guished figures in the group of authors who adorned 
the opening of the nineteenth century—Coleridge, 
Byron, Lamb, Smith, Moore, Southey, Scott, Shelley, 
Godwin, Wilson, Keats, Talfourd, and Hazlitt—but 
says, “There is one face that just now holds ouratten- 
tion more than all the rest—the portrait of « small 
man with a large brain, oppressive in brow, and peer- 
ing out of eyes that have seen much sorrow; the head 
shows a want of animal force behind; the mouth is 
drawn down noticeably at the corners ; the eyes look 
out of two rings of darkness ; a spirit of singular 
temper and strange experience! This is Thomas de 
Quincey.” Then follows a biographical and critical 
analysis of exceeding power, discrimination, and 
beauty which will be relished by every man and 
woman of the least taste and refinement. The sum- 
mary of character at the close of the article is too long 
for quotation, but we thoroughly concur in these con- 
cluding sentences: ‘“ We are heartily sick of the 
smell of Cockneydom; its slang and smartness ; its 
knowingness and insincerity, and find it delightful 
to renew acquaintanceship with the style of a writer 
who is not smart nor fast, but always an English 
gentleman, with a stately touch of the school in 
which manners are a sort of surface Christianity. 
He can be playful without losing his own dignity, 
and natural without forfeiting our respect. By his 
innate nobility of thought and chivalry of feeling, 
as well as by his wealth of learning, he is the very 
man to lead us into the lofty society of the good 
| and great—poets and patriots ; fit to exalt the de- 
|liverer Joan d’Arc, or abase the pretensions of a 
| Parr. Accordingly we welcome him as one of the 
| great leaders in literature, and, instead of regretting 


| what he has not done, we rejoice in what he has 


bequeathed to us, and would have others share in 
our joy.” The reviewer pays a well-merited com- 
pliment to the energy and skill which enabled 
Messrs. Ticknor & Fields to thread their devious 
way through the scattered periodical literature of 
half a century, and collect in a series of handsome 
volumes the multifarious papers of a writer who 
seemed almost regardless of his own fame and of 
the perpetuity of its memorials. The acknowledg- 
ment is frankly made by the “ North British” that 
‘‘we owe the first edition of De Quincey’s collected 
works to the perseverance and research of Mr. 
Fields, the Boston publisher.” 


American Loyauists.—The lovers of American 
History will be glad to see among the announce- 
ments of Messrs. Little, Brown & Co., a new edition 
of the “ American Loyalists,” by Mr. Sabine. The 
first edition of this work—long out of print—was 
intended only as a contribution to a part of history 
hitherto untouched, and was given to the public in 
the hope that it might in some degree rescue from 
the “razure of oblivion” the hidden treasures of 
family records, and stimulate others to furnish new 
facts relating to this almost unexplored part of 
American history. It is now nearly twenty-five 
years since Mr. Sabine commenced his researches, 
and the hearty zeal with which he has pursued 
them is only equalled by his untiring perseverance. 
With free access to private letters and family re- 
cords in possession of the descendants of the loyal- 
ists in the British colonies and the United States, 
he has succeeded in collecting a vast amount of 
valuable material, both historical and biographical, 
not only of interest to the student of history, but to 
the general reader. His work will be a valuable 
contribution to the history of our Revolutionary 
period. 

Mrs. GrREENHOW’s Book.—Among the London an- 
nouncements is a volume to be published by Bent- 
ley, entitled “ My Imprisonment, and the First Year 
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of Abolition Rule in Washington,” by Rose Green- 
how. This is the lady, once confined in prison at 
Washington as a secessionist, who, on dit, has been 
sent to London to take the place of Mr. Mason, the 
Southern Commissioner, recalled by Mr. Jefferson 
Davis. 

Wuire or SELBsorvE.—One of the most delightful 
English books is Gilbert White’s “ Natural History 
of Selborne,” where he was born and where he 
lived and died, and officiated there for some time 
as curate. Though a clergyman, he declined all 
church preferment, and lived on his income as a 
Fellow of Oriel College, Oxford. The only sermon 
that he left behind him, written in 1748, at the age 
of twenty-eight, and preached*for the last time in 
1792, eight months before he died, has just been 
printed, in London, in the “ Journal of Sacred Liter- 
ature,” towhich it was communicated by his grand- 
nephew, the Rev. F. Gilbert White, of Barngill 
House, Whitehaven, who, if we may judge from his 
photograph, as, glass in hand, he examines a flower, 
is a worthy descendant, in temper and pursuits, of 
his ancestor of Selborne. The text is 1 John iv. 20, 
“If a man say, I love God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar: for he that loveth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he love God whom he hath 
not seen?” Surely, a fitting subject for him to preach 
on who, by his sunny nature and loving notes, has 
taught so many that 

He prayeth well who loveth well 
Both man, and bird, and beast; 
He prayeth best who luveth best 
All things, both great and small; 
For the dear God who loveth us 
He made and loveth all. 

Bisnop Brrnet.—* The History of the Reformation 
in England” is the most importhnt of the numerous 
works written by Gilbert Burnet, Bishop of Salis- 
bury during the reigns of William III. and Anne. 
This work, which extends to seven octavo volumes, 
has been printed exclusively at the Clarendon Press, 
Oxford, and its latest editors were Dr. E. Nares in 
1829, and Dr. Routh in 1852. Neither of them 
would appear to have compared the printed with 
the written text; for Mr. Pocock, who is re-editing 
the work, verifying the documents given by Bur- 
net, by careful collation with the originals, when- 
ever they are known to exist, has been able to 
correct several thousand errors which have been 
perpetuated from the original publication to the 
present time. As an instance, one letter of Bullin- 
ger, as given by Burnet, is found to contain no less 
than 400 divergences from the original—many only 
changes of punctuation and the like, but others very 
important. The text of the history will appear 
exactly as the author left it; errors of date, which 
are Dumerous, will be corrected in the margin, and 
a large body of references to printed books and MSS. 
from which Burnet, without special acknowledg- 
nent, probably drew his information, will be added. 
Altogether, it is hoped that this edition will be a 
not inconsiderable addition to the accurate knowl- 
edge of this important period of English history. 

WENDELL Purtuips.—The speeches, lectures, and 
letters of Wendell Phillips have been republished 
in England, where their racy style, intense earnest- 
ness, and bold eloquence are attracting much atten- 
tion and winning general admiration. 


Grrmanizep Enciish Novets.—Specially trans- 
lated, for sale at the Leipsic Fair, at the close of 
September, were Charles Lever’s “ Davenport Dunn,” 
Miss Yonge’s “ Hopes and Fears; or, Scenes from 
the Life of an Old Maid,” and three volumes of 
Mr. Spurgeon’s Sermons. When the Waverley No- 
Vels were in their career of rapid creation and great 
popularity, it was usual to have them translated to 
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be sold to “ the trade” at the Leipsic Fair, which oc- 
curs at Easter and Michaelmas. No novel was pub- 
lished in Edinburgh, in time for its being rapidly 
translated into German for the Easter Fair of Leipsic. 
But the book vendors there knew that Scott was writ- 
ing “ Tales of the Crusaders,’ and some of the printed 
sheets of the first story, called “The Betrothed,” 
had been purloined from Ballantyne’s printing office, 
sold to an agent for a German publisher, and handed 
to some ready German scribe, who made of them a 
fabricated novel, called “ Walladmor,” scene also in 
Wales, which was sold at Leipsic as Sir Walter 
Scott’s “new novel,” and, though a poor imitation, 
was much admired in Germany. A translation of 
this, published in London, showed it to be very 
poor indeed. At present, when there is abundance 
of novelists who write in English, the Leipsic 
“trade” have no occasion to employ a literary hack 
to commit the forgery of an entire book. There is 
enough, and more than enough, for them to appro- 
priate by translation. 

Brazit.—Mons. Charles Expilly, author of “Le 
Brésil tel qu'il est,” was to publish in Paris, on the 
3d of October “ Les Femmes et les Mceurs de Brésil.” 
How far he is qualified to discuss Brazilian women 
and their manners or morals (for “les mceurs” sig- 
nifies either or both) we are unable to say. 

AnotuER Epition or SuaAKSPEARE.—A provincial 
publisher in England has issued a prospectus of a 
“ Memorial Edition of Shakspeare,” to be called the 
“Reference Shakspeare,” a “self-interpretative” 
edition, on the plan of the “ Reference Bible.” The 
editor is Mr. John B. Marsh, the author of “Sayings 
from Shakspeare.” 

German-American Novet.—Julius Bacher, a Ger- 
man novelist, announces a new tale to be called 
“ Kin Urtheilspruch Washingtons,” and founded on 
an incident in the War of Independence. 

DianitzKa.—This German writer’s new romance 
is “Rahel; or, Thirty Years of a Woman’s Noble 
Life,” of which Rahel Levin, the wife of Varnhagen 
von Ense, is the heroine, and which is to introduce 
the Schlegels, Goethe, Richter, Bettina, Madame de 
Staél, &c., to the reader. 

Tur Bourse anp its Specctators.—Dr. Kingsley 
writes an article under this title in “The Reader” 
as a general review of two recent French books ; one 
by Rugéne de Mirecourt, the other by A. Crampon. 
These give a history of the French stock Exchange 
and those who operate or gamble in it. We learn 
that the ayents de change, equivalent to our brokers, 
purchase their office, and none can be admitted to 
the Bourse unless he be accepted by synodical 
chamber and the Minister of Finance. The price 
paid for the office of agent de change has varied 
from $60,000 to $500,000 (the price in 1856), and is 
now $320,000. Speculation is so rife in France that 
a cargo of cotton has been sold fifty or sixty times 
before the vessel in which it was freighted was seen 
on the offing of Havre. 


NOTES AND QUERIES. 


Current Notes on Lisraries AND LITERATURE.— 
It would be a truly curious study to trace the in- 
fluence which the attempts at suppression of books 
have had upon their circulation. Literature, koth 
ancient and modern, is full of illustrations of the 
beneficial effects of persecution upon the spread of 
ideas. “To know what books are best worth read- 
ing, look in the Jndex Expurgatorius,” became at 
one time the “ proverbial philosophy” of the scholars 
of Europe. Whatever was original in speculation, 
liberal in spirit, philanthropic and humane in pur- 
pose, was pretty sure to be gibbeted in those relent- 
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less columns. When the United Provinces of Hol- 
land became the common refuge of the exiles from 
religious persecution, it was the means of gathering 
together such a community of scholars and sages, 
that it gave rise to the remark, that “the excom- 


municated part of Europe seemed to be the most | 


enlightened.” 

— How many books have ever been printed ? is a 
question which has frequently exercised the 
thoughts of the curious in literary statistics. 
following estimate of the number of printed books 
which exist, in all languages, is given in Peignot’s

| than the unfinished ones of Macaulay. If the la- 
borious bibliographer, David Clément, could reach 
us down from the “ undiscovered country” the re- 
maining volumes of his “ Bibliotheque Curieuse!” 
Even Bacon’s “ Instauratio Magna” is but a splen- 
did fragment, and who will ever attempt to finish 
the “History of Civilization” of Henry Thomas 
Buckle?

POLITICAL SCIENCE. 

Principles of Political Economy, with their Applica- 
tions to Social Philosophy.

the paper, the excellence of the type and press- 
work, and the general neatness of the externals, 
is recalled to our mind and illustrated by the 
work before us. Here are two handsome volumes 
which leave but little, if anything, to be desired in 
the way of an appropriate getting-up. The paper 
is of good weight, the typography is admirable, and 
the general appearance of the page is such that it 
requires a very critical examination to determine 
that the sheets are not English. It is a pleasure to 
us to chronicle the appearance of such a highly credi- 
table work, and we point to it as an instance of the 
manner in which publications, belonging to our 
standard literature, should be produced. We are 


His statement that the study of many of | 
our publishers has been to improve the quality of | 


| satisfied, not only that every book-buyer of taste 
will appreciate the publishers’ etforts to present 
him with a handsome edition, but that the pecu- 
niary result to the publishers will far exceed what 
would have been derived from trashiness and flim- 
siness. 

As respects the merit of the work itself, it is 
' almost superfluous to say that Mr. Mill is regarded 
as one of the foremost thinkers of the time. In 
some respects he is an exception to the ordinary 
method in which the leading minds of England 
have been trained. He is nota University man. He 
was educated at home under the eye of his father, 
who had some fondness for historical studies, and 
who was disciplined to habits of system and order 
in the India House. Mr. Mill in early life showed 
remarkable strength and aptitude in intellectual 
pursuits. In 1835, when about twenty-nine years 
of age, he became an editor of the “ Westminster 
Review,” having previously edited “ Bentham’s Ra- 
tionale of Judicial Evidence,” and contributed several 
valuable papers to literary journals. His “System 
of Logic” appeared in 1843. In the following year 
he published his “ Essays on some Unsettled Ques- 
tions of Political Economy,” and in 1848 gave to 
the world his “Principles of Political Economy.” 


| Of this work there have been numerous reprints 
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and editions, the last edition, the fifth, having been 
jssued in 1862. An American republication of the 
first edition appeared in Boston in 1848. The pre- 
sent republication is from the English edition of 
last year, Which received from the author a thorough 
revision with additional arguments and illustra- 
tions, bringing the facts down to date. 

Whatever differences of opinion there may be 
touching some of the views of Mr. Mill, he is on all 
hands regarded as a writer of exceeding power. No 
student of political economy will venture to overlook 
his writings upon that subject. Indeed, he is in 
that department, probably, the most eminent living 
English author. His style is remarkably perspicu- 
ous, his ideas clear and distinct, and his mode of 
dealing with the subject thoroughly indicative of a 
mastery of its extremest philosophical bearings and 
of its minutest practical details. In his transpa- 
rency of thought and diction, the singleness with 
which he presents his successive propositions, the 
pertinency of his illustrations, and the idiomatic 
simplicity of his language, he reminds us of Black- 
stone and Paley. His investigations, where they 
necessarily assume a controversial aspect, are 
marked by love of truth, candor, and fairness to 
those who differ from him. The political economists 





are quite as famous as the theologians for disputa- 

tiousness, but that is no reason why the odium theo- | 
logicum should find its counterpart in an odium | 
economic. As a partial illustration of what we have | 
said, we may mention that while Mr. J. R. McCul- | 
loch, in his article on Political Economy in the last 

edition of the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” discussing | 
some views expressed by our townsman, Dr. Henry 
C. Carey, speaks of him as “an American, the au- 
thor of a great many crude and indigested econo- 
mical works,” Mr. Mill, on the other hand, in 


these volumes, though expressing a dissent from 
some of Dr. Carey’s opinions, nevertheless frankly 
compliments him as “a political economist of re- 


putation.” But it is unnecessary to dwell further 
on the characteristics of a writer so well known. 
We trust the reception of this work may be suffi- 
ciently encouraging to induce the publishers to give 
us in the same style, as companion volumes to 
these, the “ Logic,” by the same author, of which, 
we believe, there has been no American republica- 
tion since 1846, although more recent editions of 
that work appeared in England in 1850 and 1856.

Pique: A Novel. Boston: Loring. 1863. pp. 416. 

The interest of this story was enough to insure 
our continued perusal of it until we reached its 
end. We anticipate forit a general popularity, and 
have no doubt that it will be especially attrac- 
tive to female readers. It will be suggestive to all 
of them, and may be corrective to some. It is a 
minute narrative of the wayward experiences of the 
heart, in matters of affection, love, and marriage. 
It belongs rather to the reflective and subjective 
than to the sensational and muscular department of 
fiction, and is characterized by a reasonable con- 
formity to actual life, and by a pervading healthful- 
ness of tone. Perhaps in its unfolding of the plot 
there is too much prolixity. Four hundred solid 
pages are a large space to occupy in working up ac- 
cessories and details, when the mere facts could be | 
told in less than half a dozen. But we are not dis- 
posed to be censorious of a work so free from the 
objectionable traits of many of our recent spasmodic 
novels, and where the moral of the story is so un- 
exceptionable and improving. 


The Ring of Amasis. From the Papers of a German 
Physician. By Robert Bulwer Lytton. New York: 
Harper & Brothers. 1863. pp. 301. 

Whoever is fond of the wild, weird-like, mysteri- 
ous, and terrible may here sup full upon such 
strangeness and horror. There is a great deal of 
power and penetration displayed in the composition 
of the work, for the author, under the name of Owen 
Meredith, has won a reputation for himself. But, 
we are constrained to say that, in our judgment, the | 
general plan and execution of the story are vicious. 
It is an attempt, not only to work up the element | 
of terror from a psychological standpoint, as grossly 
as in the Radcliff novels and the Bandit books it is | 
worked up from a sensuous standpoint, but it adopts 
as its vehicle of thought the jerky, intermittently- | 
explosive style of the French volcanic school. Take, | 
for instance, such writing as this :— 

“ He shrank back. | 

“The hand of Felix had disappeared. 

“ Again it rose, 

“ And disappeared again.” 

If young England is going to naturalize such 
sentence-making as this among her novelists, we | 
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| shall believe that good sense has fled the isle. The 
vulgarism of thus cracking up sentences into broken. 
winded parcels is inexcusable in Mr. Meredith. He 
has within him the resources of too much inherent 
pliability and strength to render a resort to such 
| literary stage effects necessary in his case, and we 
trust he will come to the conclusion, in his future 
works, that our good old mother English, as we have 
been wont to speak, and write, and print it, is ade. 
quate to all the purposes of fiction, and stands in 
no need of artifices of style so shallow and tricky,

Does the Bible Sanction American Slavery? By 
Goldwin Smith. Cambridge: Sever & Frangeis.

This is another contribution to the prolific subject 
of slavery. The author is Professor of History at 
Oxford, and he has in other works vindicated his 
reputation as a learned and forcible writer. His 
pamphlet should by no means be disregarded by 
those who are studying the question. He admits 
that “the Old Testament distinctly recognizes 


‘slavery as a Hebrew institution,” and that “the 


New Testament speaks of slavery in several pas- 
sages, and does not condemn it.” His argument is 
that, notwithstanding these admissions, we are, for 
divers reasons which he enumerates, not justified in 
drawing “the conclusion that slavery is a divine 
institution, established by God for all time.”
